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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 02/04/2005 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The replies filed 12/30/2004 and 4/29/2005 were applied to the following effect: All 
relevant objections and rejections are withdrawn as being satisfied. 

Examiner's Amendment 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

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Reasons for Allowance 

4. Claims 1-4, 6 and 8-15 are allowed (renumbered 1-13, respectively). 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

This application is for a RECORDING MEDIUM PLAYBACK DEVICE. 

• Claims 1, 6 and 11 specify a recording medium playback device, which requires: 

"wherein an outer circumferential edge on said carriage chassis side of said 
completely loaded recording medium overlaps an arc-shaped side of said pickup 
when said pickup is in a standby position. " 

Sanyo Electric Co. (Figures 16 to 19 and Figures 23 to 27) (DE 197 53 690 Al) shows 
the pickup 56, in the standby position, is situated on a vertical tangential plane, which is tangent 
to the outer circumferential edge of the recording medium as recited in claims 1, 6 and 11. 
Sanyo Electric Co. '690 further teaches in Figure 16, which is a plan view of the player main 
body portion 5 and is a diagram showing a portion of pickup arm 500, the pickup arm 500 has a 
concave circular arc-shaped portion which corresponds to the circular arc of disk 12 (col. 12, 
lines 50-54; also see Tamiya et al, US 6,198,716 Bl, col. 11, lines 40-51, which is the English 
equivalent). However, Sanyo Electric Co. '690 does not teach, suggest or disclose an outer 
circumferential edge on the carriage chassis side of the completely loaded recording medium 
overlaps the arc-shaped side of the pickup when said pickup is in a standby position as claimed 
in the present invention. 

Therefore, these features, in combination with other features of claims 1, 6 and 1 1 are not 
anticipated by, nor made obvious over, the closest prior art of record of Sanyo Electric Co. (DE 
197 53 690 Al).
